Smith pleaded guilty to a general charge of murder 
before Whitemarsh Township Justice of the Peace Louis 
W. Iloffman after giving police a signed confession in 
Montgomery County Prison late last night.

Smith was quoted in the con­ 
fession as saying the girl still was 
alive when he dumped her into the 
gully. 
Her last words, according to the 
confession, were “Please take me 
home.” 
“To hell with you—-walk home”

away.
